In submitting this report wé will state the definition of fhe 
word Temperance in order to get a clear track to run. on 
whether we run it smoothly or not, and it is very likely we will 
not do so, although we realize the importance of this question, 
but also realize our inability,to make it what it should be-for 
the most good.

passions; sobriety, total abstinence.’’ 

If we mistake not. all Temperance reports as a rule, deals 
With the question of intoxicating liquors and the effects of its 
use. We believe that this should be the primary question but 
feel that we would neglect our duty if we failed to make the 
others secondary and discuss the importance of them before 
our people, beeause the most of us are intemperate rh the mat- 
ter of controling our appetites and passions. But for the pur- 


pose of this report we shall use the division of the lefinition 


which is ‘total abstinence” and apply it to the ‘question of 
alcoholie drinks and its attendant evils. 

We ‘know that there are some who question our right to 
interfere with their rights in this matter of open saloons, local 
option rights, blind tiger rights ete., but if we realize the re- 
sponsibility, we know that we have the right to do so and as 
oor brother’s keeper are under obligations to do so. The thing 
that would cause a brother to stumble should be removed.

The youngest of these schools is the Mississippi Woman’s 


College. This school, under the leadership of Dr. J. L. Johnston 
is doing splendid work towards preparing the girls for future 


usefulness, Tt has for its faculty the most consecrated Chyist- 


lan teachers throughout the state. 

Special mention should be made concerning the Industrial 
Home. In this department girls receive board at actual cost, 
and by this many girls go through college who otherwisé could 
not attend college at all. It is a mistaken idea that the girl who 
works a part of her way through college cannot do efficient 
elass:' work. In many cases we find that these girls are at the 
head of their class. So with the Industrial Home giving oppor- 
tunity for those who cannot pay.their way through college, to 
make a part of their expenses by work, there is a chance for al- 
most every girl to secure an education, 

Clarke Memorial College came under the control of the 
Baptist denomination in 1914. This school, though a junior col- 
lege. is-doing splendid work under the leadership of Rev. Bryan 
Stmmons as president. 

Mississippi College, the oldest institution now existing in 
the state, is managed by a board of twenty seven trustees, with 
Dr. J. W. Provine as president. The members of this board 
are elected by the Mississippi Baptist Convention. With this 
hodv of men. Mississippi College has some of the most intelli. 
vent and strongest Christian workers in the state of Mississippi, 
to look after its welfare. and the interest of its students. In 


addition to this efficient board of trustees, is a splendid faculty. 


Whose desire is to see a Christian influence thrown in the 
path of every student. 
This institution has a Self Help Club, a college farm and a
